DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants* arguments, filed 12/9/03 and 4/26/04, have been fully considered but 
they are not deemed to be persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from 
previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections 
are either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being 
applied to the instant application. 

PRIORITY 

If applicant desires priority under 35 U.S.C. 120 based upon a previously filed 
application, specific reference to the earlier filed application must be made in the 
instant application. For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121 or 365(c), the 
reference must include the relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation- 
in-part) of the applications. It is noted that this appears as the first sentence of the 
specification following the title. The status of nonprovisional parent application(s) 
(whether patented or abandoned) should also be included. If a parent application 

has become a patent, the expression "now Patent No. " should follow the filing 

date of the parent application. If a parent application has become abandoned, the 
expression "now abandoned" should follow the filing date of the parent application. 
It is noted that contrary to allegation of applicants the status of U.S. Application 
Serial number 07/537,305 was not indicated corresponding to its actual status. 

DOUBLE-PATENTING 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 72, 76-86, 88-93, 95-97, and 102-104 are rejected under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 
claims 1-16 of U.S. Patent No. 6,500,612. 

This rejection is maintained and reiterated from the previous office action, mailed 
7/9/03. Applicants have alleged that a terminal disclaimer has been filed to overcome 
this rejection. Consideration of submitted papers, however, has failed to reveal a 
terminal disclaimer having been submitted regarding this Patent No. 6,500,612. 

Claims 72, 76-86, 88-93, 95-97. and 102-104 are rejected under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 
claims 1, 2, 9, 10, 13-16, 19-29, and 31 of U.S. Patent No. 6,280,929. 

This rejection is maintained and reiterated from the previous office action, mailed 
7/9/03. Applicants have alleged that a terminal disclaimer has been filed to overcome 
this rejection. Consideration of submitted papers, however, has failed to reveal a 
terminal disclaimer having been submitted regarding this Patent No. 6,280,929. 

CLAIM OBJECTION 
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Claim 73 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

INFORMALITIES 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

It is acknowledged that applicants have filed black and white drawings. 
Confusingly, however, color indications corresponding to previous color drawings have 
not been amended in the specification. For example, a replacement paragraph for the 
specification regarding Panel I in Figure 13 on pages 37-38 still refers to green and red 
Figure elements.

Appropriate correction is required.
